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TRANSPORTATION NOTICE 

College Park is located on the B. & 0. R. R. and on the 
Washington-Baltimore Boulevard, between Baltimore and 
Washington, about eight miles from the latter. It can be 
reached by trolley from Laurel and Washington. Trolley 
cars will leave Washington, Fifteenth and G Streets N. W., 
every 15 minutes between 9 A. M. and 6 P. M. Take cars 
marked Berwyn or Laurel. 

In addition to the regular trains, the B. & O. R. R. will 
stop trains No. 147 and No. 31—leaving Baltimore, Mt. 
Royal Station, at 9 A. M. and 10 A. M., respectively—at 
College on that day, so that all persons coming by way of 
Baltimore can take those trains. Persons from other sec¬ 
tions can reach College on the regular trains from Wash¬ 
ington. Express train No. 60 will stop at College at 4.12 
P. M. to convey persons to Baltimore in time for regular 
trains out on other lines. Regular trains returning to Bal¬ 
timore leave College Station at 5.31 and 6.40 P. M. 
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
